| publican nomination for president of the 
| United States “cinched"’ about the time 
the delegates arrived at Kansas City 
With a promptness that made previous 
reports from the convention city look 
foolish, it was announced and admitted 
that the choice would go to him, on the 
first count. 

There can be little doubt that, with Mr 
Coolidge out of the running, Mr. Hoover 
was the strongest candidate the party had 
in sight.

A NEW COAL TAX? 

| The judicial committee of the privy 


| council has confirmed the decision of the 
supreme court of Canada to the effect 
that the tax levied upon the gross revenue 

|| of coal mines in Alberta is such as the 

iegisiature had no power to impose. 

This decision, it is important to note, 
was based upon the view that the tax was 
an indirect one levied upon the coal user, 
for the reason that the mine operator 
added his tax to his operating costs, or 
could do so, and thus passed, or could pass, 
the tax along to the coal buyer. The pos- 
sible implications of that line of reasoning 
are pretty far-reaching, and may react in 
other directions than that of the taxation 
of coal mining. 

The failure of this tax measure means 
a loss of $300,000 per year of provincial 
revenue. To this loss was blamed a short- 
age in the expected income of the province 
last year. It was cited as one reason why 
the old pension scheme could not be 
brought into force in Alberta. It was also

If the mines are 
to be left free of this taxation for the time, 
it might be fairly suggested that they help 
the export trade by making a correspond- 
ing cut in the price of coal going to the 
Ontario market. If a few train loads could 
be disposed of by that means before the 
time limit of the special freight rate ex- 
pires, that would be to the advantage of 
the mine operators, miners, and the gen

TARIFF AND TRADE TREATIES. 

At the convention of the manufacturers 
at Quebec, the argument was advanced 
that Canada needs a higher tariff because 
among other reasons, the present tariff 
is not high enough to enable the Govern 
ment to negotiate trading treaties with 


other countries on a basis of exchanging 
tariff preferences 
The critics who advanced this view 


cannot have been very familiar with the 
record of what has been done in the last 
few vears in making trade agreements of 
that kind. There are now in operation 
agreements providing for the exchange of 
products u.uder preferential tariffs be- 
tween the following countries: Australia 
France and its colonies, Colombia, Nor 
way, Switzerland, Italy and its colonies 
Argentina, Denmark, Sweden, Venezuela 
Belgium, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
Finland and British West Indies 

At the recent session of parliament 
additicnal agreements were presented and 
ratified, with Czechoslovakia, Spain, Es 
thonia, Hungary, Latvia, Lithuania, Port- 
ugal, Rumania and Jugoslavia. 

The basis of all these trade treaties is 
the mutual! extension of favored nation 
treatment by either country to certain 
products of the other 


The number of 
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countries with which agreements have 
been made, and the wide variety of prod- 
ucts covered by these, do not seem to show 
that the Dominion is*hampered in the 
framing of such treaties by lack of a suf- 
ficiently high tariff. \
